Broken At 
Postoffice 




W Incoming And Outgoing 
Volume Far Ahead Of Any 
Previous Year Everywhere 

By far the greatest volume of 
mail ever to pass through the 
Sierra Madre postoffice was 
handled during the present sea-' 
son, according to Postmaster K. i 
O. Caukin. Records were broken 
days ago by both the incoming 
and outgoing pouches. Much of 
it came from and went to previ¬ 
ously little known far places of 
the earth where American fight¬ 
ing men are stationed. 

A third record was broken, 
too. More people mailed early 
than ever before and it was well, 
for the local postoffice staff is 
undermanned due to the war, 
just as in most cities of the 
country. As a result of early 
mailing there has been a much 
more satisfactory delivery than 
would have been possible other¬ 
wise with the transportation sys¬ 
tems taxed to the utmost with 
the movement of troops and war 

# aterials headed in every direc- 
>n and having the right of way. 
The fact that the West Coast 
OPA hearquarters and other war 
activities are located in San 
Francsco largely accounts for 
the fact that the San Francsco 
postoffive handled 110 per cent 
more mail during the Christmas 
season than ever before. The 
bulge at the Los Angeles office 
was 80 per cent. The War Pro- 
du3tion Board, Selective Service 
and various other governmental 
agencies added largely to the bur¬ 
den heaped upon the postoffice 
department, but the fact remains 
that distinctly Christmas mail¬ 
ings were very far beyond any 
previous year throughout the 
country. 

There will be no mail deliveries 
through the local postoffice 
Christmas Day .except mailing 
pieces carrying special delivery 
stamps, and the postoffice will 
be closed. 


Victory Bond 
flfiale 50 Pet. 
J^ver Quota 


With one day to go on the 
Treasury Department's $9,000,- 
000,000 Victory Fund Drive, 
Sierra Madre finds itself exceed¬ 
ing the December quota by 50 
per cent. The quota designated 
for this city during the month 
of December was $20,000. Total 
sales of bonds on December 21 
amounted to $30,6$5 cash sales. 
Sales reported by the Sierra 
Madre Savings Bank amounted to 
$27,980 up to and including Mon¬ 
day, and sales at the post office 
were $2625. 

According to a communication 
from Secretary Morgenthau, the 
sale will continue on the Series 
F. and G. United States Savings 
Bonds and Series A. and C. Tax 
Savings Notes. 

Time For Issuing Of 
Ration Book No. I 
Extended To Jan. 15 

Becaus many thousands of peo-

■t clubs and restaurants did not 
^^belleve they would have to have 
the original or No. 1 war ration 
book, and to allow time for ap¬ 
plications to be filed for the in¬ 
mates of institutions and guests 
at rest homes, the time for issu¬ 
ing the No. 1 book has been 
extended to January 15. 

To secure the all important 
No. 2 War Ration book that will 
come into use in January every 
citizen must turn in his or her 
No. 1 book at the district war 
price and rationing board.

Attendance 
At School 
Lagging 

Poor Record Costly To 
Taxpayers And Not Due 
To Sickness, Says Principal 

The contradiction of lagging 
attendance records as contrasted 
with an unusually healthy fall 
season, was noted by Gerald 
Smith, superintendent of the 
local grammar school, in an in¬ 
terview with a News reporter 
this week. 

"Our attendance record so far 
this school year is only about 
90 per cent of the total enroll¬ 
ment. A 10 per cent absence re¬ 
cord seems too high when we 
consider the general good health 
of the community up to the 
present time,” Mr. Smith said. 

Children are supposed to be in 
school every day except when ill. 
Some children, especially in the 
kindergarten and primary de¬ 
partments, are being kept out of 
school for other reasons besides 
illness, Mr. Smith explained. 

Not only do such absences in¬ 
terfere with children’s progress 
in school, but they also mean 
that only 90 per cent of state 
school funds which might other¬ 
wise be collected, are made 
available. This means that the 
difference must be made up by 
local taxation. 

In discussing the health of the 
school population, Mrs. Hortense 
Wells, school nurse, said that up 
to now there are very few cases 
of contagious disease. There are 
usually a number of contagious 
diseases making the rounds of 
school children at this season, 
but so far the illnesses are 
chiefly due to mild colds. This 
same situation of general good 
school health prevails not only 
in Sierra Madre, but in the en¬ 
tire San Gabriel Valley, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Wells.

The enemy is not only bomb¬ 
ing us on our distant battle- 
fronts, they are bombing from 
our plates, the coffee from our 
cups, the gasoline and tires from 
our ears. 

Swinging the most powerful 
arm of civilian defense in 
counteracting these economic at¬ 
tacks Is the block organization, 
says the State Council of De¬ 
fense. 

The block plan, through its 
block leaders, reaches into every 
home, gives direct personal con¬ 
tact with each family, enlists the 
help of each household in the 
CMiimunity war effort. 

As implied by the name, block 
organizations are set up on a 
geographic basis. Iu some cities 
in California, the actual city 
block is used as a unit, while 
In ethers, the neighbcrhool is 
ured as an organizational nu¬ 
cleus. 

Concerned with the war serv¬ 
ices .rather than the protective 


phase of civilian defense, the 
block organization handles every¬ 
thing from salvage, transporta¬ 
tion, war savings .services for 
service men, recreation, consumer 
interests .nutrition, health and 
medical care, welfare and child 
care, to housing, education, agri¬ 
culture .labor supply and train¬ 
ing. 

Because the successful prosecu¬ 
tion of the war depends upon the 
participation of the members of 
every househuld in the state, and 
with tiie block plan recognized 
as the best means of securing 
this cooperation, the State Coun¬ 
cil of Defense is continuing an 
intensive drive for a block or¬ 
ganization in every community 
in California. 

That progress is being made 
in the campaign is ollustrated in 
results of a recent survey from 
forty-one county and city de¬ 
fense councils, reporting that or¬ 
ganizational activities have re¬ 
sulted in the selection of 18,103 
block leaders. 


We rvad a day or two ago of a minister, trying to prepare 
a Christmas sermon, who was overwhelmed with a sense of futility 
as he sought for something ih a war-torn world which showed that 
the spirit of Christmas still lived. When he was in deep despair, a 
soldier, who had formerly boen a member of his congregation, called 
on him and told him, in simple language, what he was fighting 
for for the town where ho had grown to manhood, for the towns¬ 
people who had put up with his early escapades, for the church 
where he was christened and for "the girl across the street", who 
was now his wife. That, he said, was what a soldier thought of 
when people spoke of fighting for America. And the minister found 
his faith restored in the Christmas message of Pence Oil Earth, 
even in the midst of total war, because a soldier had sketched a 
picture for him of a good way of life in the home towns of 
America: a way of life worth defending. 

Actually, this should be a “Merry Christmas" in the finest 
sense of the word, despite the fact that family reunions this year 
will be incomplete; despite the worry about sons and husbands 
and brothers wl are in the country’s armed forces; despite high 
taxes and bu inc^s losses; even despite the loss of loved ones who 
have already given their lives in defense of their home towns. It 
should be a "Merry Christmas” because after many months of 
heart-breaking reverses, those who fight for human decency and 
liberty are going forward, and those who would destroy good will 
and peace on earth are seemingly on the road to their own des¬ 
truction. 

The first Christmas in Bethlehem was not an end; it was a 
beginning the beginning of mankind's long .long struggle toward 
freedom. And this Christmas, with the thunder of war spreading 
over the world, does not mirk the end of all that Christmas per¬ 
sonifies; it marks, instead, another milestone in man’s struggle 
against savagery and Inhumanity. It is vital, living proof that free 
men still desire Peace On Earth and Good Will To Men, enough 
to defend it; enough to die for it.
